Chatty observations concerning the 
first stage of his trip to Europe are 
contained in a tetter from Cabot A. 
Yerxa 'to the editor of the News. Mr. 
Yerxa recently sold his general 
merchandise store at Fertilla in the 
Palos Verde valley, and after spend¬ 
ing several years in the desert felt 
that the finest vacation outing he 
could take would be a sea voyage. 
Before leaving Sierra Madre he 
promised he would write an occasion¬ 
al letter to the News and the first 
one follows: 

Colon, Panama, Central America.— 
The trip south is an easy one to take 
because the Pacific ocean in these 
southern waters is very seldom 
rough. Manzanillo, southern Mexico, 
was the first stop we made. The 
rebels in the last revolution burned 
down the docks so we had to anchor 
in the bay. This place very much 
resembles Catalina in its setting, 
having a similar small circular bay 
and steeply rising hillsides. Man¬ 
zanillo, however, is just a hot, dusty 
Mexican town with its barefooted 
pens and patient burros carrying 
heavy burdens. A small railroad 
starts here and goes to Mexico City 
in the interior. 

A few days more brought us to 
Chamerico, Guatemala. The ship an¬ 
chored about a mile off shore, dis¬ 
charged some freight and took on 
many sacks of coffee. The shore 
looked tropical and a few palm 
thatched houses were to be seen and 
very little else. San Jose, Guate¬ 
mala, was much the .same and had 
a warehouse or two for coffee. 

Acajutia, Salvador, also a coffee 
point, is a beautiful appearing coun¬ 
try, and La Libertad, Salvador, just 
as attractive. High prireil coffee has 
made all this part of Central Amer¬ 
ica very prosperous.. 

Where Is H. C. L.7 

At Corinto, Nicaraugua, tropical 
growth and setting is much more in 
evidence. Cocoanut trees thru.st im¬ 
mense tops above other vegetation. 
Banana trees grow everywhere with¬ 
out care, and mangoes, alligator 
pears and other tropical fruit trees 
grow wherever there is room. Ban¬ 
anas, mangoes, alligator pears, and 
other fruit .sell for 5 cents to 10 
cents a dozen. This is top price 
charged to tourists because the na¬ 
tives buy with pennies. Houses have 
no doors or windows, so domestic 
life is spread forth to him who looks. 

In one door a woman was smoking 
a cigar while she ground corn for 
dinner. Another opening di.sclosed 
a child of five having its bath by 
a woman pouring water out of a

The regulation prohibiting smoking 
in the national forests witii the ex¬ 
ception of places of human habita¬ 
tion is now in effect, according to 
Hanger M. H. Davis of this district. 
The meaning of the regulation is 
that in the future there will be no 
smoking allowed along the trails or 
jn any place in the forest except the 
ci.mps and resorts where there are 
adequate fire protection measures, 
and where a careful watch is main¬ 
tained. Any person caught smoking 
on the trails will be arrested, Mr. 
Davis says. 

Many camp grounds are to be 
cleared in the front canyons of the 
Angeles National Forest for the ben¬ 
efit of the public and all open wood 
fires and smoking will be confined 
to these spots. 

Forest Supervisor George H. Cecil 
states that a crew of four men 
equipped with shovels, axes, rakes 
power pumps and gasoline torches, 
will begin the clearing of the i vail- 
able spots in the many canyons for 
the public camp grounds, within the 
next two days, and all fires must 
then be confined to .these spots. The 
urea around these camping spots 
will be thoroughly wet down with 
the power pumps and ho.se and all 
inflammable material will then be 
burned off, making the escape of 
camp fires less likely. 

A camp fire permit must be ob¬ 
tained before a fire is built even in 
a gasoline .stove, and anyone found 
with a fire and without a permit 
will be arrested. Even though camp 
fires are confined to the regular 
camping places, the state law re¬ 
quires that they l>e thoroughly ex¬ 
tinguished before leaving. 

No smoking will be permitted along 
the roads and trails in the Angeles 
forest except at the camping grounds 
and places of habitation. Both the 
federal and state laws prohibit the 
throwing away of burning matches, 
cigars, cigarettes and pi|>e heels.

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gourd cup. Thi.s water pouring was 
done carefully so as not to wet the 
cigar which she was smoking, and 
she admonished the child not to 
throw water on grandmother’s cigar. 

Everybody Smokes 

Dinner was almost ready in an¬ 
other house. The fire was a few 
lumps of charcoal on a dirt floor. 
Mother, smoking a cigar, was frying 
bananas and onions together to ac¬ 
company boiled rice just off the fire 
to cool. ParroLs, monkeys, dogs, 
chickens, naked children, and cats 
.seemed to wander in and out of 
houses at will. They .seemed to all 
look alike to me but I presume at 
night they all settled down to sleep 
at home, whichever it wa.s—they per¬ 
haps could tell. 

I’anama City, on the Pacific side 
of Panama Canal, is some 250 year.s 
old and many books have been writ¬ 
ten to cover its history. Morgan, 
the buckaneer, destroyed the old city 
300 years ago. Things first began 
to happen around Panama in 1602 
and history has been made here ever 
since. .At Panama City now you can 
see regular American hustle and the 
place looks prosperity. Paved streets, 
electric car line.s, electric lights, >-ery 
wonderful stocks of merehandi.se, 
many of which are better than even 
in I,os .Angeles. The most interest¬ 
ing things to .see are the fine exam¬ 
ples of early Catholic churches. One 
has an altar across one whole end of 
a large church, wall to wall and floor 
to roof. This whole thing is 14 kar¬ 
at gold and when the sun shines 
through colored glass windows on to 
this mass of gold it is the most 
amazing thing I ever saw in bril¬ 
liance and sparkling color. 

Canal a Marvel 

The trip through the canal is niy 
.second one and 1 hope to go through 
again becau.se it is such a wonderful¬ 
ly perfect mechanical performance, 
and the .scenery, too, is tropical and 
without a dull moment. Ships arc 
lifted up and down 85 feet in lock.s 
as easily as a girl operates an ele¬ 
vator cage in an office building. 
More than 5,000 ships a year go 
through the canal. 

Colon, Panama, is on the .Atlantic 
side ami like Panama City it is out¬ 
side of Canal Zone ami is "wet.” 
Wet, becau.se it rains 160 inches a 
year and wet because any kind of 
drinks can be purchaseii on any cor¬ 
ner. For those who do not like to 
drink alone many saloons keep cab¬ 
aret girls to drink with the thirsty 
on a percentage basis. 

The^ population is mostly black or 
at .least dark brown. Spanish is the 
language used. On busy street cor¬ 
ners black women sit on boxes and 
aell lottery tickets. They smoke 
cigars which pass the time pleasantly 
between sales of lottery ticketa. 

I leave in a few days for Cuba, 
Spain, France and England.
